stletn ol iron.  Atthe Union depot the aheriil

anw nman approach Lee, and put his hand in
his side pocket preparatory to giving Lee some
thing, The sherifl sapposed L Waa a fask of
liquor, and ordered him away, as it was against
the rules to give prisoners anything of the kind,
1t turns oot that 1t wes a loaded revolver, which
Tee, through the maodistion of ** his woman,”
 had engaged this man to furnish him for use on
he way to the penitentiary; for he had made up
his miind ro escape from the tran, and Kill him-
self betore he would return to that ' dreadiul
lnee,"”
ANl the prisonuers were put on board, the rear
door ot the car locked, and the convicis warched
by & considerable number of guards, All was
ing well, n’p mrently, bot the officers in oharge
new ltile o {hu desporate purpose of two men
4n that gang, and of the strategy they had used
and were about to make avalable for their
gscape with life or denth.

We cannot be logical m telling the story, but
must begin really at the end, with the tale Lee
tells, and read back wards as il it were o Hebrow
book. 1t appearz that Lee has a foot so small
that he wenrs No, two and o hall guaters, and
has no heel to speak of, =0 that no common
ghackie could hold him. He had his “wile”
bring him at the jall s large pair ol boots
and o lot of rage, ete,, with which to stulf his
fest and ankles when inseried In the “gun-
boats,”

The shackles were slipped on these “dipped”
legs, without exclting the sugpicion ofthe officer,
8o far an wgood. Bill Bedtord had played the
same game, and both were bound to escaps from
the truin 1l they killed themselves in the attempt.
It was Loo's intention to jump from the car
when near Crestline station, and effect his
espape to Mitsburg or Chic Betore they got
to New London he picked the stufiing” ovt of
his leg paddiceg, slipped off the boot, and ns the
shackle had been accomnmmodsted to the artif-
elal ankle, it fell off the real ankle without
troulile.  He then put on the boot again, tucked
the spackle into the leg of the same, and ted it
in ‘place with hic bandkerchief, and slipped
down lis pants' leg 8o that the hoax would not
pe eustly discovered., With his penknife blade
he touched the spring in the wristlet on his

artuer, and with & smart blow with a pop-

ttle sprang the lock. Lee carvied the wons
on his wrist,

Lee snd Clodden, thus divorced in fact, went
forward and entered the saloon. Had not the
sherlil been sitting on the front seat, Lee would
have durted through the door of the car upon
the platiorm. The train was then abont one
mile this sude of New London, and running
neiarly thirty miles an honr, Lee had mistaken
the station, but he plunged out of the saloon-
window. Clodden remained there long enongh
to give Lee chue to pack himeel! up and hide,
when Le came out of the saloon and gave a
hearty laugh, with “'Boys, Jim Lee i2 gone [

The siferiil instantly jerked the bell-rope, and
the train was stopped as #oon as possible. “‘Here
are twentv-five dollars for aui.' man who will
capture him,” spid the sheriff, He leri policeman
Tsaac Fraok with three of the guard to eatch
Lee, while he went on with the fifteen. Bed-
ford's chance of escape was gone, and his curses
were lond and deen. _

Lee struck on his head, inflicting a dreadful
wound on his forehewd, and was otherwise badly
bruised, His clothas were ucarly torn off him,
and his side and one leg were perfectly black
and blue, He luy senseless a quarter of ap
hour, but then got up and stageered against the
fence, the blow knocking lmm down, Reaching
1 pool of water, he washed and was refreshed.
He s=oon recovered strengih and steadiness,
when he ran for the woods. Atter a long chase
he was finally come up with by & man living in
the reighborhood. e had drawn his knife and
held the man at bay titl one of the guard arrived,
when, presenting s revolver o Lee's head, he
said, 1 surrender 1o yon, but not to this Hoo-
sier.” e was put on board o freizht train, and
1eached the Siate prison at eight o'clock Friday
night. He tried several times o throw himself
out of the car on the way down, saying that he
wanted to kill himself. He had been in the
penitentiary before, aud preferred death to a
return, His guard were importuned, as also the
sheriff afterwards, to kill him, He was com-
pletely crushed, and iv the deepest despondency
and misery.

When brought into the Penitentiary the
Warden asked the name ol the desperaie man,
“James Loe," was the answer, That oflicer
spld, “*No! hig name i¢ Somers, He has been
here before.” Lee then gave the Sheriil! a sketeh
of himself and his carcer, When a mere boy he
stole $700, and was sont to the Penitentinry from
Akron, where he belonged. His father, he said,
was o brutal Irishman, and abused his mother.
He iuberited his father's disposition to crime.
and aithough he had made many attempis to
reform, Lie could not resist the temptations to do
evil

The Sherifl says he wae the most miserable,
pitiable man 1 the world, having only one
desire. and that to die. He was sentenced for o
term of six years' lmprisonment.— Clepeland
Trader,

A County Judge in Towa makes oif with
Thirty 1housand Doilarms,

The Burlington, lowa, papers give the detalls
of the disappearance of H. C. Ohry, County
Judgeof that county, with funds to the tune ol
some thirty thousand dollars belonging to hus
tGerman fellow-citizons,  The Howkeye suys:—

For gome time previous to his disappearance
he wae reported to be very sick and contined to
his bed, and hi= most Inbiwate associntes were
Genied admittance to his room. A few days alter
thig, however, he was upon the street, looking ws
well g usunl, and some ol his Irlends having ex-
pressed surprise at his godden recovery, he ex-
plained thnt he was out of his head or tempora:
mily meane, and wis not otherwise unwell,

Un Tur-s'!la_\‘ last, the day of his deparwure, he
wae again reported sick, imt smapicion was no!
aroused until Sunday, woeh inguiry being made
il nis residence, bis wile reported that he had
gone to Illincis on business, and being taken
#iek he had not been able toreturn,  This report,
in connection with hig previous sickness, and
other unusunl eircnmstances, confirmed the sus-
picion that he had absconded. Un Monday,
when the new County Judge went to take pos-
ses=ion of the office, the vault was found locked,
and no key to be obtained, Mrs, OLrt not know-
Ivg its whereabonts, The lock wa= forced, and
the eounts records found in almest Inextricable
confusion, uo attenlion having been paid to them
apparently for months, Mr. Oort has always re-
tained the confidence of his Germun fellow-citi-
zens up to the time of his dissppenrance, and
they had intrusted him with thelr money to a
cousiderable extent.  Many ol them will feel the
logs deeply.

Message of the Governor of Delaware.

Gove Baulsbury, Governor of Delaware, sent
his messuge to the Leglslature Inst week. The
first portion of the message is devoted to the
financial condition of the State. The total in-
debtedness of the State is 31,110,060, except
$170,000 in bonds tssued to the Delaware Rull-
rond Company, a¢ surety for which there is a
mortgage on the road, guaranteed by the Phila-
delphis, Wilmington, und Baltimore Railrond
Company. The towel amount of tax pald by the
Philudelphia, Winungton, and Baltimore ol
road for eleven months, ending with October,
was §10,768260. The condition o! the State bunks
is next dircusied, and the Governor recommends
that the Lemslature grane authority tor convert-
ing them into Nutional banks, The message
then conlivues:i—

Fxperience has proved that the construction
and use of railroads is the most rapid weans of
developing the resources and increasing the
!ln'usperity and mater.al interests of the State,

'ne construction and operation of the Delaware
Railroad hes added greatly to the wealth and
convenience of the people of the State, and espe-
cwlly those residing in close proximity to it, It
is now being rapidly extended, by its connection
with & Mary land rowd, through the Eastern Shore
ot Maryland to the waters of the Chesapenke,
and promises, when completed, still murther 1o

enhance the wealth pnd pr(m‘mmy of the whole ,

section of country through which it passes. The
Delaware nud Maryland Railroad is now in pro-
cess of rapid construction, and the expectation
of those having charge of this improvement is,
as 1 am intormed, that it will be of immense
advantage 1o & very productive soction ol Kent
county, greatly in need of factlities for trans-
perting proouce to market. [The completion of
the Junetion and Breakwater Rgilroad, from
Millord by way of (eorgetown to Lewes, is &
consummation greatly desired, not only by those
Iying on the line of the rond, but by the people
of the whole State,

The movements ot the
party were slow, and every etfort was made to
km_-)- the ldentity of the prisoner a secret. On
arriviug at Terre Hauve, Ind,, the party were
compelied to lay over on account ol 4 break on
the Terre Haute and Richmond Railroad, aud
for two days ocoupied rooms at the Teore Houte
Honge, Betore arriving at Washington, perlinps
ar the Relay House, Surratt was recognized by
acquaintances (lfor proof of which see duspaiches
from Washington and Bultimore, sbout July 20,
1865), Sinee reaching Washington nothing has
been heard of Surratt.  One huudred thousnnd
dolinrs was (o be paid for hig eapture.
